ing, Henry Philip Hodges, a pioneer 
and one of tho most respected citizens 
of this city was seized with heart fail- 
ure and dropped dead.

The deceased was born in Chester- 


ton, Warren county, X. V., August 
20th, 1824, and was of English ances- 
try. After attending tho schools of his 
homo town, ho started out to follow 
agricultural pursuits, but became en- 
gaged later in lumbering and located 
in Seneca Falls, N. 
Y., continuing 


there until ho accepted the position 
of superintendent of n saw mill in 
Ozaukee county, Wis.? whero he re- 
inainod for three years. He then pur- 
chasd land and cultivated a farm un- 
til 1803, becoming a prominent and 
successful man of 
that 
community 


wherein he served in several public 
offices including township clerk and 
justice. 


Removing to Coldwaler, Mich., ho 


purchased a farm ant} made his home 
there until 1865. I^thcn became a 
resident of Waubcck^Linn county, la., 
where ho engaged in a mercantile en- 
terprise for nuiuy years, during whi<h 
tim he again held office. 


At this time the health ot his wife 


began to fail and the family physician 
recommended the milder climate of 
California. "With his-family he moved 
to this :ity and settled down, taking 
up real estate enterprises upon his ar- 
rival. 
He bought considerable prop- 


erty, acquiring forty acres on 
what 


afterwards became Blackstone svenue 
•which he laid out and sold under the 
name of Hedges' addition He bailt 
a handsome residence at 250-5 Fresno 
trect'which is now the homo of the 
family. He also had 160 acres two 
miles north of the city on tho contin-. 
nation of 
Blaekstone,

tvhich he laid out and designated as 
Hedges' colony. 'Of his other property 
laid out in the city since- his arrival 
are the building formerly oerup;ed by.

are frozen so hard that it is necessary 
to loosen the mass with a pick and 
sometimes to blast.

would permit the abandonment of the

air.

would be avoided, "the bends" would be 
a thing of the pa'st, and if fires wen 
not exactly welcomed by the workmen 
In view of the frigid temperature, it 
would at least be easy to flee from 
them. 


Mr. Sooysmith offered not long ago 


to dig the remainder of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad's tunnels by that process, 
the latter company financing the ven- 
ture. 
As the freezing process had 


never been used except in an experi- 
mental way. the railroad declined to 
take the risk, as there waa no telllne 
what new difficulties might accompany 
the process and whether Its use would 
possibly result in the- destruction, en- 
tire or in part, of the work that had 
already been done. 


Officials of the road were so Impress- 


eel with the plan, however, that -the 
c*"iipany agreed to make experiments 
with the freezing process, and If the 
results were satisfactory to use it for 
future tunnel work. The Pennsylvania 
Is now spending $100,01)0 in these ex- 
periments, which If as successful as 
anticipated will not only save much 
money In future subaqueous operations, 
but will prevent great loss of life and 
innumerable injuries from accidents.

Captain Simon Lake's New and Successful Submarine 


T 


HE recent iueceMful exploit of 
Captain Simon Lake In navi- 
gating a submarine built at 
Newport News. Va., from that 


point to Bridgeport, Conn., a distance 
at about 400 miles, I» evidence that 
there Is no let up In the development 
of this species of naval Tflghting ma- 
chine. 
No other submarine In this 


country had ever attempted a test of 
this eeverltr. Heretofore all that have 
ventured out to sea have been accom- 
panied by a tow or at least ono escort. 


The Lake, as this newest sunmarlne 


wonder Is called, seems to be a, great 
advance In modem naval science. She 
put 'to iea with J.crew of eight men, 
and forty hours (JLcr made her ap- 
pearanco off Atlantic Highlands, N. J., 
having reeled off 300 miles of eea 
travel as unconcernedly u a coast 
liner. 
Thence she proceeded up th_ 


East river to her destination. Th» fact 
that she made this considerable dis- 
tance entirely without assistance from 
any other craft and under her own 
power Is causing those who have never 
lost faith In tho submarine to experi- 
ence the deepest satisfaction and those 
who have been doubtful to exchange 
their misgivings for enthusiasm. 


Th*Lake Is equipped with two kinds 


of motive power. When movlr-s oh the 
surface she la, propelled by powerfu' 
gasoline engines. The moment she be 
comes submerged the motor Is changei 
to electricity. She Is eighty-five feet 
In length and Is reputed to be tho 
largest submarine ever built In Ameri- 
ca. She Is provided with three tor- 
pedo tubes and has 'carrying capacity 
for flv« largo torpedoes. 


According to tho log of the skipper, 


the Lake encountered some rather tic- 
klish weather on the voyage up the 
coast, but the boat met It without 
flinching. She proved herself to be the 
stanchest kind ol sailer, and her pro- 
pelling machinery worked like a charm. 
Most of tho difficulties which have 
mado the navigation of the submarine 
a matter of a good deal of uncertainty 
seem to havo teen overcoir.a by the 
deslgnu of the Lake, and It look* very 
much as If the day had come when 
this form of sea fighter Is to be In the 
ascendant. 
' 
Th« triumph of the Lake has certain- 


ly given a tremendous boost to the 
reputation of Its designer. For years 


this clever young Connecticut engineer 
lad p'oddefl at his Bridgeport home, 
sans 
friends, 
sans 
Influence, sans 


capital. Every effort that he had made 
to win the recognition of the naval au- 
thorities had resulted In failure. 
Fi- 


nally, weary of the constant aloofness 
of his countrymen, 
he accepted 
a 


rather flattering offer to settle In Ber- 
lin, 
and at the German capital his 


merits have attracted the attention of 
the naval experts of all Knrop^ 


The account of Stmon Lake's* strug- 


gle to secure a hearing In America 
resets 'like a romance. Under the cir- 
cumstances It Is almost Incredible that 
such a series of untoward events could 
have happened. 
In 1893 the United 


States navy department Issued an in- 
vitation to naval architects and engi- 
neers Interested In the development of 
submarine torpedo boats to submit 
plans for such a vessel. Captain Lake, 
then in his twenty-second year, ac- 
cepted the Invitation and sent In a de- 


n and the specifications for such a 


craft. 


But he was doomed to disappoint- 


ment. His proposal lacked technical 
rorm, and he was not prepared to 
Jtattrantee that he could "furnish the 
goods." As a consequence his bid was 
rejected. 
Although he did>not know- 


it at tho time, his design received much 
verbal commendation from some of the 
department's experts. 
Had he known 


of this, It might have dulledUhe stinpt 
of disappointment, but he only knew 
that the award had gone to the Holland 
design, and later he found that a sub- 
marine was under construction by that 
company at the Columbian works In 
Baltimore. It was the original Plun- 
ger, the pioneer of a type of sub- 
marines to which the government has 
remained faithful until the present day 
It was In a boat of this kind, the mosl 
recent Plunger, that President Roose- 
velt was submerged for a brief period 
one day last summer.
